All 35 USC § 112 
Claim Rejections are withdrawn 

Each of the outstanding 35 USC § 112 rejections from the Office Action mailed 
on December 09, 201 1 , is withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The instantly claimed invention is neither taught nor fairly suggested by any 
teachings in the prior art. Furthermore, the Examiner at the date of this Office Action 
has not located or identified any reference that can be used singularly or in combination 
with another reference to render the instant invention anticipated or obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art.
